COLORED EXODUS TO 


THE PACIFIC COAST. 


Senator Saunders has received a letter 


from an ex-Governor of Oregon saying 
they -want 250,000 colored people in 
Oregon and would offer every induce- 
ment for immigrants of that class, aa 
they prefer them to Chinese. 
Saunders 


is urged to use his influence to encour- 
age and exodus of Southern negroes to 
that State. When the colored exodus 
from the South first started the JOUBNAL 
offered the suggestion to the people of 
the Pacific Coast States to encourage 
the immigration to this part of the coun- 
try, believeing that the colored folks 
•would not only benefit themselves, but 
would be welcomed here, and above all 
•would supplant the Chinese. A thous- 
and times better to help our own citi- 
zens than to continue the aid to this 
• miserable foreign class. 


Kansas wants Grant and Elaine. 


Mr. W. S. Gilbert, the famous dra- 


matic author, and Pinafore man, has 
written an orignal comedy expressly for 
Mr. Sothern, who intends to produce it 
in New York next September; but at 
what theatre it will be played is not yet 
settled. 


The confirmation by the Senate of 


General McCrary to be United States 
Judge of the Eighth circuit, puts that 
gentleman into a life position, with a 
salary of $6,000 a year. The circuit 
includes Arkansas, Iowa, Kansas and 
Minnesota. 


The first Republican National Con- 


vention, which nominated John C. Fre- 
mont, was held at Philadelphia. The 
second conveaed at Chicago, and nomi- 
nated Lincoln. The third was held at 
Baltimore; the fourth at Chicago; the 
fifth at Philadelphia; the sixth at Cin- 
cinnati, where Hayes was nominated. 


There are indications that a compro- 


mise will be effected among the Demo- 
cratic Senators in regard to the Bayard 
resolution by adopting some 
such 


amendment as that submitted by Butler 
of South Carolina, which proposes that 
the repeal of the legal tender power of 
greenbacks shall date from January 1, 
18S5, instead of going into effect im- 
mediately. 


The report that has reached the 


Treasury Department to the effect that 
there is a good deal of smuggling along 
the Atlantic arid Gulf coast has war- 
ranted the Secretary of the Treasury in 
despatching special agents to investigate 
the truth of the statement. It is said 
that the agents will also look after the 
preferences of Federal officers in South- 
ern States for Presidential nominees, 
anj that the civil service rules will be 
enforced strictly to prevent any office- 
holder from taking an active part in the 
selection of delegates to the National 
Convention. 


ASSESSMENT AND DIVIDEND LIST.—The 


Bulletin publishes a carefully prepared 
and classified list of mining assessments 
which have fallen delinquent during 
tl.e cuirant year. Tht|list comprises 
278 claims in California, Nevada, Idaho, 
Utah, Arizona and Dakota. In many 
cases only one call was made during 
the year, while in others there were two, 
three, four and five made. The assess- 
ment roll for the current year is unpre- 
cedently large in the number of calls 
and in the distribution as follows: Ne- 
vada, $11.404,400; California, $2,692,- 
100; Arizona, $323,200; Dakota, $3GO,- 


000; Idaho, $20,000; Utah, $8,000, and 
AVjoming, $15,000. Against this may 
be placed the dividends, as follows: 
California, $1,352,450, nnd 
Nevada, 


$4,417,800, including the lately-declar- 
ed dividends of the California, Consoli- 
dated Virginia and Eureka Consolidated 
mines. 


Postmaster Hagar informs us that the 


total amount of money paid into the 
office here, on account of money orders, 
for the week ending December 6th, was 
$1,229 36. Some of the other towns 
have been bragging about the amount of 
money order business done/ through 
their offices, but we think that Battle 
Mountain, small as it is, sends away 
more money, according to the popula- 
tion, than any other town in the State.

ACAB» TO THE TAXPAYERS.1 


EDITOB JOURNAI: I respectfully ask 


you to publish the following statement 
for this reason: Many of the taxpayers 
of Washoe county paid money to nie as 
the manager of the prosecution of the 
suits against several of 
the county 


officers for malfeasance. These various 
sums came to my care and keeping some 
eighteen months ago. The result is that 
I am frequently asked and written to 
to know what was done with the money, 
and what became of the loud complaints 
against certain officers. 
Therefore I 


concluded to publish it general answer, 
and should you kindly publish the same, 
I think the interests of tha public will 
be served. 
H. H. B. 


To the Taxpayers of Washoe County 


who contributed money toward break- 
ing up a system of malfeasance in 
several of the county offices: 
Some time during the month of June 


of last year, the 
undersigned was 


authorized to take charge of the matter 
of the prosecution of suit or suits, to 
recover back to the treasury of "Washoe 
county large sums of money wrongfully 
and illegally collected by two of the 
county officers of Washoe county, as 
reported by the tvo last previous Grand 
Juries. 


It will be recollected that the Tax- 


payers, seeing that no effort was beiu 
made by the District Court or the 
County Commissioners to cause the 
guilty parties to be punished, that a 
meeting of the taxpayers was called and 
held at the Court House in May, nt 
which meeting a committee of ten tax- 
payers were selected to take charge of 
the prosecution of such suits at law • as 
might be necessary to correct the wrongs 
complained of, and cause all illegal fees 
collected by the officers to bo carried 
back to the Treasury. . It will also be 
recollected that the Clerk and Sheriff 
professed to be anxious that the matter 
should go to the courts, so that the 
legality of certain fees charged should 
be decided, and that with this under- 
standing that an agreed case should' be 
submitted to the courts, the taxpayers 
did adjourn the meeting without day. 


Now, while the matters above referred 


to were public, and understood by all 
who felt sufficient interest in them to 
read the local papers, some things were 
done which are not generally 'known 
outside of the ring. 


Soon after the adjournment of the 


taxpayers meeting, and while the com- 
mittee of ten were preparing to have 
the disputed questions submitted as 
agreed, one of the county officers, most 
directly implicated in the matter of 
charging illegal fees utterly refused to 
submit the facts to a competent couit, 
as previously agreed. It was then that 
tho committee realized the fact that the 
only way to get a hearing in thft courts 
was to prosecute the case in the name 
of the people, or taxpayers, as it apr 
peared that the 'Commissioners and Dis- 
trict Attorney would oppose all efforts 
at a legal investigation into the matters 
complained of by the Grand Jury. 


The committee then agreed to em- 


ploy counsel and get the matter before 
the courts; whereupon Messrs, Board- 
mail & Y arian and John Bowman, Esq., 
were duly retained as counsel for the 
committee, and directed to take such 
steps as would bring the guilty parties 
to justice. 


By common consent the undersigned 


was authorized to assist in the prosecu- 
tion. But little progress could be made 
without money to fee attorneys and pay 
clerk's fees and other expenses, so the 
undersigned took it upon himself to see 
that sufficient funds were forthcoming, 
little suspecting .that the taxpayers 
would be compelled to pay the expenses 
of both sides.

. Bat the great query with counsel was 


the proper way to reach tho matter, as 
under the law no aggrieved taxpayer or 
citizen could maintain an action against 
the officers. Finally it was agreed that 
the case of the Clerk should be taken 
before the Snpreme Court upon a writ 
of "certiorari." This, it was thought, 
W>nld be a speedy and inexpensive rem- 
edy. 
The matters and things com- 


plained of in the Clerk's charges could 
be submitted to the inspection of the 
Court, and a legal decision had) with 
but a slight expense to cither the tax- 
payers or County Clerk. 
But, to the 


astonishment of 
the committee, the 


power and funds of the county were 
arrayed to prevent the matter going into 
court. 
Eminent counsel from a dis- 


tance was employed' to assist the Dis- 
trict Attorney in presenting the ques- 
tion of the legality of the, fees being 
submitted. 
In this effort on their par 


they were generally successful, because 
under the law the proceeding of "cer- 
tiorari" would not lie1, for the reason 
that the fees, as allowed by the Board 
had been, paid, and as all 'the' fees 
allowed had been previously paidexcepi 
one item ot three hundred and seventy 
three dollars, the proceeding failed ex 
cept as to that item. 


I have no doubt but that the Snpremi 


Court decided the-case correctly, afte: 
the point had been raised about the pay 
ment, but it must be.obvious that th 
officers were not honest when they pro 
fessed a desire to have the legality o 
the charges and allowances legally set 
tied, or they would not have resorted to 
a technicality BO barefaced as to say 
"We have the money, and the taxpayer 
have no right to know whether it wa 
legally obtained or not." ; 


As stated, the item of $373, not ye 


having been paid, , the Court looke 
into the little joker, and promptly de 
cided that it was not a proper charg 
against the county, and ' rendered judg 
uieut.in favor of Kelatois for their costs 
Although this was practically the end o 
the §373 claim, the transaction has 
history that will not bear the light o 
clay, and should the officers of court 
investigate the matter closely it m 
certainly develope perjury and attempte 
fraud- on the part of the Clerk an/ 
Board of Commissioners,. 
''"';;' '. 


. /While the proceeding by "certiorari 
generally failed ;to bring the question o 
illegal fees before the. Court, we hav 
the opinion of the Supreme Court di 
rcctly onjpjany of the items complained 
of by the'Grand !ttiry, rendered in the 
case of 'Washoe County against Hum- 
boldt.County. This.decision, I think,, 
plainly indicates that1 the Grand' Jury, 
dealt too leniently with the officers, and 


;hat when Washoe county gets back 
:hat which was BO lavishly allowed to 
some of its officers, its finances will be 
increased to the amount of many thou- 
sands of dollars.' 


From my knowledge of the matters 


complained of by the' three several 
Grand Juries',who investigated the al- 
lowances made by the Board of. Com- 
missioners to ex-Clerk and ex-Sheriff, I 
am convinced that the Board of Com- 
missioners, Clerk, Sheriff and District 
Attorney have studied to prevent a legal 
investigation into their acts as officers. 


At the April, 1879, term of the Dis- 


trict Court the matter was again brought 
to the notice of the Grand Jury when 
they made an order demanding that the 
Commissioners 'bring suit to recover 
back the illegal fees collected by the 
Clerk and Sheriff, the result of which is 
general inactivity, showing conclusively 
that our officers who' should attend to 
the matter are masters of the art of 
'how not to do it." 
It is true that at their meeting held 


in July last, the Coaimissionerajjdid 
make an order directing the District At- 
torney to begin suit ngninst the officers 
complained of, but they included ex- 
Clerk Shoemaker and ex-Sheriff Jones 


the order, and provided that these 


last named officers should be prosecuted 
first. 
The dodge, iri my opinion, •was 


resorted to for the purpose of breaking 
down the proposed prosecution rather 
than to carry out tlic desire of those 
wishing a legal investigation. I am not 
aware that Jones as Sheriff.'or Shoe- 
maker as Clerk were guilty of similar 
outrageous conduct .while in " office. 
But the prosecution must be made un- 
popular, and so Jones and Shoemaker 
are wrung in and placed in the lead, not 
as already stated, to help, but- to hinder. 


In conclusion^ I have this to say, that 


having given the subject matter uiy un- 
divided attention for some three months, 
and much of my time for the last eigh- 
teen months, I do not husitato to say- 


Is!, That between Jituanry 1st, 1877,

lings as if in duty bound, the wise 
ounty Fathers approved and Bordered 
aid. With those things going on in 
lis way, is it any, wonder the $42,000 
urned over to the ring in January, 
879, 
melted away until the county 


ssued scrip before the end of two years. 


I have but two reasons for publishing 
lis statement, one of which is to resent 
le abuse heaped upon myself -and 
ome of my collegues on the Grand 
ury for simply carrying out the in- 
tructions of the Couvt that submitted 
he investigation into our hands.

The other reason is indicated at the 


;ead 
of this article. 
I believe that 


many of those who contributed money, 


id so upon rny representation that it 


was a public'duty that some ono should 
ssurne to the end that transgressors of 
tie law should be punished. With this 
n view I assumed tho office of manag- 
ng the prosecution and its expenses. 
.'hat I did well, I dp not claim; but I 
"id tke best I could.
